Executive Issues Statem ent Declaring 


No Interference W ith Operation of 


State Law s on the Part of C ongress­ 


men or Others W ill Be Tolerated. 


Wilmington, Del., Nov. 17.—Gover­ 
nor Charles It. Miller issued a state­ 
ment in defense of the whipping post 
and 
declared 
that that method of 
punishment for criminals in Delaware 
would continue until the law provid­ 
ing for its repeal, “regardless of any 
attem pted interferences by a member 
of congress or of individuals residing 
in other states.” 
“The courts and other legal author­ 
ities of Delaware,” the governor says, 
“will adm inister the internal affairs of 
the commonwealth regardless of any 
attem pted interference by a member 
of congress of of individuals residing 
in other states. 
They are ignorant of 
conditions or permit themselves to be 
misled by extravagant and highly col­ 
ored newspaper articles. 
“The persons who have written me 
letters, some of them abusive and in­ 
sulting to the citizenship of the state, 
should pause to consider that state 
government in America is based upon 
a statutory law by men elected by the 
people. 
“I shall uphold the state's court in 
the administration of the 
law and 
warn all evil doers to give Delaware 
a wide berth if they wish to escape 
the whipping post."

Washington. Nov. 17.—Negotiations 
between Charge O’Shaughnessy and 
John Lind and the Huerta government 
In Mexico are continuing, according to 
dispatches received at the state de­ 
partment, but no tangible conclusions 
have been reported. 
William Bayard Hale, who has been 
conferring with the Constitutionalists 
at their Nogales headquarters, also 
telegraphed at length to the depart­ 
ment.

rebel troops were executed at Juarez. 
They were Pablo Ebave, a n official in 
the Juarez 
police 
department, and 
Juan Cordova, chief of the Juarez se­ 
cret police. 
The executions took place at the 
Juarez cemetery, the condemned men 
standing on the brinks of newly dug 
graves and falling in when the firing 
squad shot them. 
Both men were 
sentenced to death by General Villa. 
Mrs. Ebave, wife of one of the con­ 
demned men, was present when the 
sentence was pronounced and plead­ 
ed with Villa to pardon her husband. 
Although 
only seven 
officers are 
positively known to have been execut­ 
ed by Villa’s soldiers it Is believed 
that seventy-five in all have met death.

Other suffragettes, with Mrs. Des 
pard, started to hold a meeting on the 
steps leading from Downing street to 
St. Jam es’ park, where shortly after 
they were joined by Miss Boyle and 
her companions. 
The police interfered to prevent the 
obstruction of the steps, but the wom­ 
en refused to disperse *nd continued 
their speechmaking. 
Police reserves were summoned and 
after a scrimmage they cleared the 
steps and arrested the leaders.

Japan was to have the Philippines be­ 
cause the Japs needed lands for ex­ 
pansion and we do not want them to 
colonize in America. 


Peace and Aggression. 
The Smith speech wanted the United 
States to take the lead in forming a 
quadruple alliance which would in­ 
clude Great 
Britain. 
Germany 
and 
France mid compel Hie balance of the 
i world to maintain peace, Tile Murray 
speech wanted the United States to 
place a cordon of troops along the 
Mexican border, blockade every Mexi­ 
can port with warships aud after Mex­ 
ico was starved out to take possession 
and run the country in the interests of 
the Mexicans. 
There are some vision­ 
aries among our lawmakers, it will be 
observed.

Sustain Heavy Dam age During Recent 
Gale on Lakes. 
Washington. Nov. 17.—Fear is felt 
by the United States lighthouse serv­ 
ice that Lightship No. 82 was sunk 
in the recent storm that swept the 
Great Lakes and is now lying beneath 
the waters of Lake Michigan. Reports 
reached the service that the tender 
Crocus had searched for the vessel in 
vain and that the waters yet were 
too rough to make an investigation be­ 
n e a t h the surface. 
The commander 
of the Crocus was ordered to spare 
no pains in ascertaining at once the 
vessel’s fate. 
Heavy damage marked the passage 
of the gale among the light stations 
along the shores of Lake Michigan. 
Reports to the service announced that 
the fury of the storm was especially 
severe at Fort Gratiot, Pentwater, St. 
Joseph, Charlevoix and other points 
in Michigan; at Racine, Wig., 
and 
Michigan City. Ind., and Calumet Har­ 
bor, 111. 
At the last named place the 
boat and boathouse were carried away 
and the fog signals were undermined 
b ythe waves and moved from their 
foundations.
